Bookstore.

leave  college. 

As  citizens  we  have  two  obligations  then. 
First  to  become  informed  on  platforms,  and 
issues  and  then  to  vote  intelligently.

As  in  oth-  I 
er  Communist  countries  there  is 
an  unrest  that  drives  these  peo- 
pie  to  escape  their  native  land  in 
search  of  freedom.

DR.  HUP.RTAS  in  commenting 
on  the  distribution  of  the  medi- 
cines turned  over  to  the  Cuban 
Government  by  the  U.S.  in  ex- 
change for  the  prisoners  cap- 
tured by  the  Bay  of  Pigs  invasion 
made  the  following  statement: 

“The  supply  of  medicines  re- 
ceived by  the  Castro  Regime  in 
exchange  for  the  members  of  the 
2506  Brigade  has  not  reached  the 
Cuban  people,  except  for  small 
amounts  of  alka-seltzer  and  as- 
prin  that  are  sold  to  the  public 
at  very  high  prices.  Reliable 
sources  ascertain  that  the  medi- 
cines are  being  sent  to  the  USSR 
by  sea  and  air.  . . the  medicines 
obtained  by  the  Cuban  Commun- 
ist Government  in  exchange  for 
the  Bay  of  Pigs  invaders  will  nev- 
er be  used  to  meet  the  necessities 
of  the  Cuban  people,  but  instead 
to  serve  the  hiterest  of  Interna- 
tional Communism.”

Dr.  Weldon  J.  Taylor 
Will  Take  Sabbatical 
Leave  to  the  UAR 


Dr.  Weldon  J.  Taylor,  dean  of 
BYU  College  of  Business,  will 
depart  on  a sabbatical  leave 
July  12  to  be  a consultant  for 
the  National  Institute  of  Man- 
agement Development  of  the  Un- 
ited Arab  Republic. 

Dr.  Taylor  was  invited  by  the 
Ford  Foundation  to  participate 
along  with  three  other  promi- 
nent business  professors  from 
the  United  States.  He  will  be 
business  consultant  for  the  pro- 
gram. 

Dr.  Abdel  Aziz  El  Sheribini 
of  the  United  Arab  Republic 
visited  BYU  last  week  and  out- 
lined Dr.  Taylor’s  duties.  He  will 
work  with  special  conferences 
for  36  weeks  of  the  year’s  visit. 
Three  of  the  conferences  have 
been  scheduled  with  top  man- 
agement officials  of  Egypt  and 
will  be  held  in  Cairo. 

A conference  in  Damascus 
will  bring  in  top  business  per- 
sonnel from  Syria,  Iraq,  and 
Egypt  in  an  attempt  to  devel- 
op common  management  views 
among  the  three  countries  now 
composing  the  United  Arab  Re- 
public. 

Dr.  Taylor  also  will  teach 
classes,  gather  case  histories  to 
be  used  for  management  studies, 
establish  research  programs,  and 
consult  with  Egyptian  industry. 

NIMD  was  established  jointly 
by  the  UAR  and  the  Ford  Foun- 
dation to  train  Egyptian  leaders 
in  the  processes  of  American 
business  methods. 

“What  interests  me  most,”  Dr. 
Taylor  said,  “is  whether  the  ad- 
option of  American  business 
methods  can  develop  a climate 
in  which  free  enterprise  will  be 
the  system  of  government. 

He  will  be  situated  in  Maadi, 
a suburb  of  Cairo,  and  will  be 
accompanied  by  his  wife,  Gayle, 
and  his  sons,  Stephen  D.  and 
William  D.  Taylor.
